COMMISSIONERS 
ADOPT COUNTY 
BUDGETS FOR '39 


I T he budgets for general county 
expenses and for th e county in stitu ­ 
tion district for 1939 were adopted 
finally by the Adam s county com ­ 
m issioners late Tuesday afternoon 
d uring their weekly session a t the 
co u rt house. The schedules of ex ­ 
penses and receipts had been te n ta ­ 
tively approved on Ja n u ary 16. 
By T uesday’s action th e com m is­ 
sioners cut one mill from th e 1938 
tax rate and fixed the total m illage 
for all purposes a t 7 'i mills, th e sec­ 
ond one-m ill reduction th e p resent 
board has m ade in the tax rate d u r­ 
ing its four-year term . 
The budgets which were p re p a re d 
by the com m issioners’ chief clerk, 
W infield G. H orner, show th a t a 
half-m ill was dropped from the levy 
for general county purposes and a 
form er half-m ill bond tax was o m it­ 
ted. 
Tile com m issioners stated th a t a 
half-m ili cut in the county rate for 
the general fund w'as m ade possible 
“by the economical m anagem ent of 
th e county's business during the last 
four years." 
At the sam e tim e it 
was pointed out the bond tax could 
be dropped because there is a suffi­ 
cient balance in the sinking fund 
now 
(together with 
interest 
th a t 
will have accum ulated by m atu rity 
dates) to retire a $35,000 bond issue 
in two installm ents in 1940 and 1950 
The county budget provides for 
expenditures w hich am ount to $30,- 
000 less than those for 1938. 
E sti­ 
m ated 1939 costs are $220,508 
T he 
reduction 
in 
expected 
costs 
was 
m ade by paring $10,000 from th e 
sum set aside for contingencies; by 
om itting a $7,000 paym ent to the 
contingency fund, and by cu ttin g 
off about $12,000 from th e am o u n t 
set aside for the paym ent of road 
dam age claim s this year. 
Adam s county

wuih a balance of $80,386. T he one- 
m ill cu t in the tax rate is expected 
to cut receipts by m ore th a n $11,000.
